The Nicholls and Morgan Brickyard: 1879-1894

What’s in a picture? They say “a picture 
is worth a thousand words.” Perhaps true, 
but maybe a few words would give some 
meaning to the 1889 photograph of Boyne 
City above. 

In 1969, this photograph was sent to 
Howard Darbee of Boyne City by a Mr. 
Delbert McClain from Independence, Mo. It 
is a photograph of the Nicholls and Morgan 
Brickyard. It was located in Boyne City 
near the intersection of Boyne Avenue and 
Main Street. Zachariah Morgan, a black 
man, came to Boyne City in 1871. In 1879, 
he formed a partnership with John Nicholls, 
a white lawyer from Charlevoix. They 
platted a village called South Boyne and 

started this brickyard which they operated 
until 1894 when the business was dissolved 
upon, the death of Zachariah Morgan. 

Accompanying the photograph to Mr. 
Darby was the following letter: 

This is Boyne City as it was about 1889 
when I was about nine years of age. The 
man in dark clothes is Zachariah Morgan, 
who was the owner of this first brickyard. 
This (brickyard] was located on the south 
side of the road east to Boyne Falls. The 
man on the left is Fred Ikens, then William 
McClain, and my Dad. Herbert McClain, a 
brother, is driving the team. 

The long rows of bricks have been dried 
and are ready to be piled in the kilns. 

The old house across the road is where 
Bill Crawford lived. He was the night 


Lots of these [logs] came from south of 
Pleasant Valley. 

In the spring and summer they were floated 
down stream to the W. H. White and 
Company’s big mill. 

Although Zachariah Morgan died at the 
age of 54 in 1894, his wife, Mary lived to be 
106 years old, passing away in 195t. 
Zachariah was born a free person in North 
Carolina, but Mary was born a slave in 
Washington D.C. Both of their families fled 
to Haiti in fear of slavery. While in Haiti, 
Zachariah Morgan and Mary Nevitt met and 
married, 

Zachariah’s sister, Louisa Swan, lived in 
Undine, a few miles west of Horton Bay. 
Louisa wrote and urged Zachariah and Mary 
to come here because the land was good and 
the people were kind. They arrived in 
October of 1870 and spent the winter with 
Louisa and then in 1871 they established a 
homestead near the corner of Boyne Avenue 
and Division Street in Boyne City. 

They had ten children. One of their 
daughters, Aurelia, married Zander Bass and 


they lived in a small house along M-75. Their 


daughter, Maxine Collins, inherited the 
house. 

In 1974, Maxine was searching around the 
attic of this house and discovered a ledger 
containing the records of the Nicholls and 
Morgan village of South Boyne and the 
brickyard. The house, built out of Nicholls 
and Morgan bricks, has been razed and Shell 
Gas Station was built on the property. 

The ledger discloses some interesting facts 


delivered to the brickyard. The row of 
bricks were dried before going to the kilns 
to be fired. According to the ledger, they 
paid $1.20 for each cord of wood delivered 
to fire the kilns. 

It cost $12 for every 1000 feet of white 
pine they needed to build the fence along 
the road. To nail the boards together, they 
paid 50 cents for 10 pounds of nails. 

They paid $1 apiece for the shovels that 
ikens and McClain are holding, $2.50 for 
the wheelbarrow and 35 cents for the axes 
they used. The owner of the horse received 
$1.50 a day for use in grinding the clay in 
the brick machine. In 1882, a man was paid 
$1.50 a day for his labor. Their assessed 
taxes for 1884 were $6.06. 

How much did they sell the bricks for? In 
1883, the village built a school located on 
the former middle school playground. The 
school bought 139,000 bricks for $7 a 
thousand which figures out to be $973. In 
1884, they sold 164,320 bricks for 
$1,085.85. 

Although the bricks sold for slightly less 
than seven dollars a thousand, this was one 
of their more productive years. In 1894, the 
year the business was dissolved, 16,865 
bricks were sold for $122.24. 

Actually, what you have read has been 
less than a thousand words. Hopefully these 
few words have given a little more meaning 
to this photograph. Sorry, I can’t tell you 
what happened to the brick machine, but 
you can see a cream colored brick that was 
manufactured by the Nicholls and Morgan 
Brickyard at the Boyne City Museum.

Parents are the 
bottom line 
in childhood 
obesity issue 


By ANGELA SHULTIS 


Let’s be frank — America has become a nation of people 
who love to scapegoat. Taking personal responsibility 
has become an endangered act at the societal level, even 
pertaining to something as basic and personal as the food 
we eat. 

Case in point: a recent article in the New York Times, 
entitled “If You Pitch It, They Will Eat,” explores the re- 
lationship between “junk food” marketing and the nse of 
childhood obesity in the United States. 

The article, through its cited experts, essentially con- 
cludes that, in a large part, it is relentless marketing that’s 
created a generation of overweight, or potentially over- 
weight, children. 

So it’s a straight line — marketing=obesity, right? 

Not so fast. My interest piqued, I decided to get on the 
Internet and do a little research. As it turns out, there ap- 
pears to be a rapidly accelerating bandwagon that’s ban- 
dying this theory about, advanced by a slew of advocacy 
groups and “nutrition experts” who are set on taking big 
business marketing to task, and in some cases, attempt to 
create legislation to put a stop to the marketing blitz alto- 
gether, 

It puts one in mind of the recent high-profile lawsuit 
attempted against McDonald’s by an individual blaming 
the fast food giant for causing him to become overweight. 
The suit, though dismissed, seems likely to be an early 
indicator of a trend of laying blame. 

The whole thing has left me, for one, completely as- 
tounded. {It never fails to amaze me the lengths people 
will go to in order to point the finger away from them- 
selves. 

First of all, I did a little checking with the Web site for 
the Center for Disease Control in Atlanta, which keeps 
track of such things as obesity. No one, of course, can 
deny that there has been a disturbing trend towards obe- 
sity in this country, especially in children, that has accel- 
erated over the last 20 years. 


While the number of overweight children and adoles- 


cents remained relatively stable from the 1960s to 1980, 
according to data collected in the National Health and 
Nutrition Examination Survey, the prevalence of over- 
weight kids and teens has increased dramatically from 
1980 through the 2000. 

Among children and teens ages 6-19, 15 percent, nearly 
nine million, are overweight according to the 1999-2000 
data, or triple the figure reported in 1980. 

Over 10 percent of preschool kids between the ages of 
two and five are overweight as well, an increase of three 
percent since 1994, 

Curiously, however, articles posted on the CDC Web 
site regarding obesity say little, if anything, about a link 
to marketing. Some causes cited include a declining ten- 
dency to participate in physical activity; an increase in 
variety of foods available, some of which offer higher 
caloric content; increased time for socializing; and a grow- 
ing tendency to socialize with food and drink. Children 
watch more television on a daily basis, and many schools 
have done away with or cut back on physical education. 

According to Jeffrey P. Koplan, director of the CDC, 
“While obese individuals need:to reduce their caloric in- 
take and increase their physical activity, many others must 


play a role to help these individuals and to prevent a fur- 


ther increase in obesity. Health care providers must coun- 
sel their obese patients; workplaces must offer healthy 
food choices in their cafeterias and provide opportunities 
for employees to be physically active on-site; schools must 
offer more physical education that encourages lifelong 
physical activity; urban policymakers must provide more 
sidewalks, bike paths, and other alternatives to cars; and 
parents need to reduce their children’s TV and computer 
time and encourage outdoor play. In general, restoring 
physical activity to our daily routines is critical.” 
While an increase in marketing of junk. food is men- 
tioned as a component of the issue, it is not, as the CDC 


lays the information out, the key or critical issue, and not. 


one of the recommendations outlined says a single thing 
about adjusting marketing techniques. 
_ Noone can deny, certainly, that there is a huge trend in 


marketing geared towards kids, utilizing kid-recognized. . 
brands and characters to market food that doesn’t exactly _ 
fit the health-food: profile. In many cases, it is nothing

Who’s respon- 
sible for presenting a bal- 
anced diet, setting bound- 
aries, and encouraging 
physical activity? At the 
end of the day, it’s Mom 
and Dad. 

Of course, this issue is 
addressed by these advo- 
cacy groups as well. The 
marketing blitz is hard for 
parents to fight, they claim. 
With more and more two- 
income or single-parent 
households, parents who 
are tired after working all 
day apparently choose not 
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to fight over food issues 
with their children, and in- 
stead give in, in the inter- 
est of keeping the peace. 

So where, then, do they 
get the time and energy to 
join advocacy groups and 
champion the fight against 
the big bad advertisers? 

I’m a working parent 
myself, in a two-income 
household, out of necessity, 
and let me just say that par- 
ticular excuse is nothing 
short of abhorrent. That's 
not to say I've never given 
in to a “suggestion” that we 
run to McDonald’s for din- 
ner, or that ] always, after a 
hard day at work, manage 
to whip up a tempting, 
well-balanced dinner. In 
fact, I’ve struggled with the 
issue for a long time. 

I haven't, however, 
found the need to blame 
those dam food companies, 
who market Hostess 
Twinkies instead of carrot 
sticks. 

Strangely enough, my 
kids do actually eat carrot 
sticks, and apples, and yo- 
gurt. They often select 
these items over the Scooby 
Doo fruit snacks or Oreo 
cookies in the cupboard. 
That, I believe, is because 
they've always been of- 
fered something resem- 
bling a reasonable balance 
of these items, and have 
been told how important it 
is to take care of our bod- 


ies by eating good things. 
They also have the TV 
turned off once in a while, 
and get shuffled outside to 
enjoy the fresh air. In truth, 
it doesn’t typically take 
much coaxing. 

The basic facts are these: 
obesity is on the rise among 
American children; Ameri- 
can children and adults are 
less physically active than 
in the past; there are more 
convenient food choices 
available to us than ever, 
many of which are not the 
healthiest options.
